The crew* of the Nantucket rushed 
to collision quarters and her lifeboats 
were swung over the side. Almost be­ 
fore the water was struck, the davit 
hooks had been cast off and the sail­ 
ors were pulling for the spot where 
the Monroe was already disappear­ 
ing. 
The Nantucket’s 
boats 
cruised 
back and forth about the scene of the 
disaster, picking up everyone possi­ 
ble. 
Every single passenger rescued 
was without clothing. Men and w’o- 
men had hurriedly snatched up over­ 
coats and wraps as they rushed mad­ 
ly to the deck. But there had been 
no time to put them on securely.

CHICAGO, Jan. 30.— Women who register next Thursday for 
the aldermanic primaries and election in Chicago must tell their ex­ 
act ages, County Judge Owens announced today, after studying over 
night the objections by prominent, suffrage leaders who besieged his 
office yesterday and sought a more liberal ruling on behalf of wo­ 
men voters. 
“If you can interpret the law so that neither men nor women 
will be forced to give their exact age, merely stating they are of le­ 
gal age, it w-ould be a good thing,” said Mrs. Grace Wilbur 
Trout, 
president of the Illinois Equal suffrage association. 
“This is the 
age of young men and young women, and no one likes to tell his 
age unless he is under forty.” 
“I know- that my ruling will probably reduce the registration 
of women,’ said Judge Owens, “but I feel that a contrary opinion 
might invalidate the right of the women to vote at all.”
